(1)  Discussion:  Forward  Air  Controllers  are  unaware  that 
the  cannon  battery  FOC  uses  a  mathematical  solution  in  arriving  at  firing 
data  to  bring  effective  fire  on  destruction  fire  missions  ones  the  adjust¬ 
ment  phase  is  completed  and  FFB  is  requested.  Usually  the  FDC  has  to 
interpret  the  Forward  Air  Controller's  small  corrections  for  range  and  de¬ 
flection  in  the  FFE  in  order  to  arrive  at  sensings  needed  to  refine  firing 
data.  Generally  forward  Air  Controllers  feel  they  can,  by  moving  around . 
with  normal  area  fire  proceduresj  destroy  a  target  without  using  the  accepted 
destruction  techniques. 


(2)  Observation:  Forward  Air  Controllers  should  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  destruction  fire  techniques  in  order  to  bring  effective  fire 
on  hard  targets  withour  wasting  ammunition.

Learned  for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  October  1967  from  Headquarters,  1st 
Battalion,  83d  Artillery  (A11A)  as  indorsed* 

2*  (C)  Pertinent  comments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  forward  air  controllers,  page  7,  para¬ 
graph  4a;  page  8,  paragraph  4a;  and  2d  Indorsement,  paragraph  2:  Concur.  In 
as  much  as  the  Forward  Air  Controller's  (FAC)  primary  mission  is  the  control 
of  tactical  air  strikes,  it  must  be  realized  that  their  capability  to  adjust 
airtillery  fire  will  be  limited.  Ihe  local  artillery  commander  shoidd  acquaint 
the  FAC  with  artillery  adjustment  procedures  so  that  he  becomes  more  respon¬ 
sive  when  called  upon  to  perform  this  mission. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  lifting  equipment,  page  7,  paragraph 
4b;  page  8,  paragraph  4b;  and  2d  Indorsement,  paragraph  3.  A  check  of  KTCE 
submitted  to  DA  for  approval  does  not  indicate  that  the  M578  vehicles  have 
been  included.  At  the  time  of  submission  of  MTQK  the  DA  Standardization  Team 
disallowed  the  vehicle  for  each  heavy  battery.  It  appears  that  the  needs  of 

the  battery  have  been  met  from  locally  available  resources,  wlilch  is  connendable.
